Alberta border officials 
discovered a motherlode 
of illegal weapons during 
a routine stop this month. 

While examining a 
truck and flat-deck trailer 
entering the province 
through the Carway cross¬ 
ing on Aug. 9, officials re¬ 
covered 16 rifles and 
pistols, 10 prohibited 
magazine clips, and a si¬ 
lencer. 

“This is definitely sig¬ 
nificant,” said Lisa White, 
spokesperson for the 
Canadian Border Services 
Agency. 

“It is the largest 
seizure, to our knowl¬ 
edge, at a land border 
crossing in Alberta.”

Swanson was handed 
an $11,500 penalty and is 
scheduled to appear in a 
Lethbridge court on Sept.

With the brazen da 5 ^ime 
murder of Jonathan Bacon, 
British Columbians got a 
vivid and disturbing 
glimpse of how the crime 
world operates. 

Kelowna RCMP con¬ 
firmed yesterday the man 
killed in a targeted hit out¬ 
side a hotel Sunday was 
the alleged Red Scorpion 
gang member, the oldest 
of three siblings all be¬ 
lieved to be players in 
B.C.’s Lower Mainland 
criminal scene. 

Three other people in a 
car with Bacon, 30, were 
injured: A male Hells An¬ 
gels member now in criti¬ 
cal condition and two 
women expected to recov¬ 
er. 

One other victim fled 


the scene after the shoot¬ 
ing and has yet to be locat¬ 
ed. 

Rob Gordon, the head of 
criminology at Simon Fras¬ 
er University, said the 
high-profile incident 
should come as no sur¬ 
prise. 

“(Bacon) has created a 
lot of enemies and this is 
how gang members settle 
disputes. They don’t use 
lawyers or a courtroom, 
they do it on the street,” 
Gordon said. 

Mounties are trying to 
hunt down the shooters — 
clad in all black clothing 
and masks — but Gordon 
doesn’t believe the trigger- 
men will be found. 

“They were probably 
contracted and have gone 
back across the (U.S.) bor¬ 
der. 1 don’t think they’ll be 
identified,” he said. “The 
focus now will be on who 
is behind the whole thing.” 



No leeway for judges on mandatory sentences 


Canada’s judges will get no 
leeway on mandatory mini¬ 
mum sentences as Ottawa 
proceeds with its anti¬ 
crime agenda during the 
fall session of Parliament, 
Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson said yesterday. 

A resolution passed by 
the Canadian Bar Associa¬ 
tion in Halifax during its 
annual conference says 
judges should have more 


discretion in cases where 
there could be an injustice 
by use of a mandatory min¬ 
imum sentence. 

But Nicholson told the as¬ 
sociation that the govern¬ 
ment is “comfortable” with 
current sentencing guide¬ 
lines. 

“There are a number of 
mandatory minimum sen¬ 
tences ... and 1 would sug¬ 
gest to you that the ones

that we have introduced are 
reasonable and appropri¬ 
ate,” Nicholson said, adding 
that sentencing guidelines 
allow judges to use discre¬ 
tion when delivering sen¬ 
tences. Nicholson said the 
public gave the government 
a mandate to proceed based 
on a bill that was intro¬ 
duced but not passed before 
the May 2 federal election.

O Food aid being hijacked, ending up in wrong hands: UN 
O Government officials deny food for refugees being stolen 


Thousands of sacks of food 
aid meant for Somalia’s 
famine victims have been 
stolen and are being sold at 
markets in the same neigh¬ 
bourhoods where skeletal 
children in filthy refugee 
camps can’t find enough to 
eat, an Associated Press in¬ 
vestigation has found. 

The UN’s World Food 
Program for the first time 
acknowledged it has been 
investigating food theft in 
Somalia for two months. 
The WFP said that the 
“scale and intensity” of the 
famine crisis does not allow 
for a suspension of assis¬ 
tance, sa 5 dng that doing so 
would lead to “many un¬ 
necessary deaths.” 

And the aid is not even 
safe once it has been dis¬ 
tributed to families hud¬ 
dled in the makeshift 
camps popping up around 
the capital. Families at the 



large, government-run Bad- 
bado camp, where several 
aid groups have been dis¬ 
tributing food, said they 
were often forced to hand 
back aid after journalists 
had taken photos of them 
with it. 

In Mogadishu markets, 
vast piles of food sacks are 
for sale with stamps on 
them from the World Food 
Program, the U.S. govern¬ 


ment aid arm USAID and 
the Japanese government. 
The AP found eight sites 
where food aid was being 
sold in bulk and numerous 
smaller stores. Among the 
items being sold were com, 
grain and Plumpy’nut — a 
specially fortified peanut 
butter designed for starving 
children. 

Somali government 
spokesman Abdirahman 
Omar Osman said the gov¬ 
ernment does not believe 
food aid is being stolen on a 
large scale but if such re¬ 
ports come to hght, the gov¬ 
ernment “will do 
everything in our power” to 
bring judicial action. 

The UN says more than 
3.2-million Somalis need 
food aid after a severe 
drought that has been com¬ 
plicated by Somalia’s long- 
mnning war.

An Indonesian man 
wounded when Islamic

Human-rights groups 
blasted the ruling, saying 
48-year-old Deden Sudjana 
was acting in self-defence.

Sudjana was convicted 
of inciting violence be¬ 


cause he defied police or¬ 
ders to leave the scene 
when the attackers arrived 
at a meeting of the minori¬ 
ty Ahmadi 3 ^a sect. Sud¬ 
jana instead fought back 
during the Feb. 6 incident 
in the village of Cikeusik 
in central Indonesia. 


Footage of the attack, 
which circulated widely on 
the Internet, showed 1,500 
hardliners descending on a 
house where 20 members 
of the sect had gathered. 
The attackers, carrying 
wooden clubs, machetes 
and rocks, killed three 
people and continued to 
pummel their lifeless bod¬ 
ies, chanting “God is 
Great!” as police looked

Billionaire investor War¬ 
ren Buffett is calling on the 
so-called “mega-rich” to 
pay more in taxes.

MAD COWS. A University of 
Alberta scientist has fig¬ 
ured out a way to trans¬ 
form cattle parts into 
plastic to offer a 
potentially profitable al¬ 
ternative to the disposal 
of all those bits that the 
mad cow crisis turned in¬ 
to waste. 

Canada’s cattle indus¬ 
try was devastated in 
2003 when mad cow dis¬ 
ease was discovered on 
an Alberta farm. In addi¬ 
tion to trade disruptions 
that continue to plague 
ranchers, cattle brains 
and spinal cords, known 
as specified risk materi¬ 
als, could no longer be 
used for fear of possible 
infection and were 
rendered worthless. 

What producers or 
meat processors once 
sold for up to $100 a 
tonne now costs them 
$30 a tonne in disposal 
costs. 

Biochemical engineer 
David Bressler and his 
team found they could 
use highly pressurized 
water to break down pro¬ 
teins in the materials in¬ 
to smaller bits that could 
be bound together with a 
second chemical, much 
like the rungs joining 
two sides of a ladder. 

The process creates a 
brownish, opaque, 
odourless powder that 
can be cast into any 
shape.

“Higher levels of mobili¬ 
ty emerges as an impor¬ 
tant factor associated with 
shorter length of stay,” re¬ 
ported Shadmi and col¬ 
league Dr. Anna Zisberg in 
the Archives of Internal 
Medicine. 


Mobility was beneficial 
for patients regardless of 
their functional status, 
age, cognitive ability, sex, 
and severity of illness. 

Older patients might 
mistakenly believe they 
are supposed to stay in bed 
in order to get better. 

This is not the case. 

They can lose muscle 
power fast if they don’t 
walk around.

Autism risk in younger 
siblings higher: study 

O Overall threat to relations nearly double what it was previously thought 

Parents of autistic children 
have long been told there's 
a roughly one in 10 chance 
a younger sibling may also 
develop the disorder, but a 
large international study 
suggests the actual risk is 
substantially higher. 

The study by the inter¬ 
national Baby Siblings Re¬ 
search Consortium, 

published Monday in the 
journal Pediatrics, esti¬ 
mates the overall risk at al¬ 
most 19 per cent after 
studying 664 infant sib¬ 
lings with at least one old¬ 
er brother or sister with 
autism spectrum disorder. 

Researchers found the 
risk was even higher in 
some cases: 26 per cent for 
male infants and more 
than 32 per cent for young-

sters with more than one 
older sibling with autism. 

“This is the largest 
study of the siblings of 
children with autism ever 
conducted,” lead author 
Sally Ozonofif of the Uni-

It’s more important 
than ever before for 
young adults to develop 
money management 
skills. 

The 2011 TD Canada 
Trust Student Finances 
survey discovered that 58 
per cent of post-secondary 
students are anxious and 
stressed about their fi¬ 
nances. 

A gap year is a great 
way to build financial 
skills, while setting mon¬ 
ey aside to reduce re¬ 
liance on student loans 
and lines of credit during 
post-secondary studies at 
the same time.

Canucks. We would like to 
express our sincere S 5 mipa- 
thies to the R 5 Apien family 
as well as Rick’s friends.” 

The RCMP in Crowsnest 
Pass, Alta., said they re¬ 
ceived a call at 12:30 p.m. 
MT concerning a “sudden 
and non-suspicious” death. 

Fans created a Facebook 
tribute page shortly after 
the reports of the 27-year- 
old’s death surfaced, and 
former and current team¬ 
mates posted condolences 
on Twitter. 

R 3 ^ien is the second ac¬ 
tive NHL player found dead 
in the off-season. Former 
New York Rangers enforcer 
Derek Boogaard died in 
May due to an accidental 
mix of alcohol and the 
painkiller oxycodone. 

Prior to joining the Jets, 
R 5 ^ien, the cousin of for¬ 
mer NFL quarterback Mark 
R 3 q)ien, spent parts of six 
seasons in the Canucks or¬ 
ganization, though person¬ 
al issues had plagued part 
of his time in Vancouver.

R 5 q)ien had just one as¬ 
sist in nine games with the 
Vancouver Canucks last 
season after leaving the 
team because of personal 
issues but later returned 
with the AHL’s Manitoba 
Moose. It was the second 
time in three years R 3 q)ien 
left the team to deal with 
undisclosed personal mat¬ 
ters.
